The Senate com m ittee on Flections 
an«l C onstitutional Am endm ents, 
<>n 
T hursday, M arch 7th, 
recommended 
for passage to the Joint and Concur­ 
rent Resolution by Senator W am m ack 
of the tw enty-third district 
(so u th ­ 
east Missouri), proposing an amend- 
mnet to the C onstitution to he voted 
on by the people of the State in 1930, 
to provide for com plete revision 
of 
the executive branch of S tate govern­ 
ment un«i«*r which the G overnor and 
L ieutenant G overnor would he 
the 
only elective officials. 
S enator Warn m ack’s plan provides 
fo r a budget system under which th “ 
G overnor shall, wdthin fifteen 
days 
afte r the beginning of each regular 
session of the L egislature, subm it a 
complete plan of proposed 
expendi­ 
tures and estim ated revenues. 
U n ­ 
der this proposal the G eneral A ssem ­ 
bly could not increase appropriations 
recommended hy the Governor, 
al­ 
though it would have power t<> 
re­ 
duce the am ounts recom m ended 
for 
specific purposes 
under this 
m eas­ 
ure. 
No appropriations 
could 
be 
m ade unless there was sufficient rev­ 
enue in the treasu ry , o r unless 
the 
estim ated income from taxation wa 
large enough to meet such ap p ro p ri­ 
ation. 
Senator W am m aek’s 
plan 
would 
limit the number of the executive de­ 
partm ents, including the Governor s 
office to twelve. 
Definite provision, 
however, is made for only six, 
in­ 
cluding th«* Governor, D ep a rtm en t of 
S tate. D epartm ent of A udits and Ac­ 
counts, D epartm ent of the T reasury, 
D epartm ent of Law, and D epartm ent 
of Education. 
The plan provides for 
the organization of such other 
de­ 
partm en ts not exceeding six in num 
her, as may be created by law. 
U nder this proposed am endm ent to 
the Constitution, the heads 
<»f 
the 
executive departm ents, 
except 
the 
head of the 
D epartm ent 
of Audits 
and Accounts, could he appointed by 
the Governor.

there is to the theory

The next essential fact to be mas 
tered is that different kinds of feeds

G rains furnish, for the

Other substances, known as 
proteins,

“ Minorca, off the 
coast 
of which 
the steamship Malakof recently 
was 
wrecked, is the most English of Span 
i-h possessions", says a bulletin from 
the National Georgraphic Society. 
“ It is the easternm ost and second 
largest of the Baleraic Islands, which 
dot the Mediterranean off Barcelona, 
Spain. 
No one visiting Majora 
oi 
Ivi-a, sister islands, would doubt their 
Spanish ownership once he 
mingles 
with the inhabitants or studies 
the 
architecture of their buildings. 
“ But Minorca, although ruled 
by 
the Spanish king and hut 
27 mile- 
east of Majorca, 
differs 
from 
it- 
neighbor islands. 
Except in a 
few 
spots, its people anil its 
buildings 
would fit an English village outside of 
London. 
Owing to early British oc­ 
cupation, 
Miss 
Minorca 
sta ys 
at 
home, while her Spanish sisters work 
side by side in the fields with 
their 
husbands; 
and 
instead 
of the soft 
oxhide Spanish sandal 
the 
Minorca 
maid wears shoes. 
And proudly she 
tel!- how Lord Nelson, during 
th* 
wa> with 
France, 
came 
to Mahon, 
a mansion house overlooking Mahon’s 
Minorca's capital, seized and lived i* 
tine harbor. 
“ In the 
protected inlets 
around 
th* 
island are small fishing villages, 
whitened by frequent coats of white- 
wash. 
Back of the-e 
village-, 
the 
natives 
raise 
sufficient 
wheat foi 
home consumption; wine, 
olive 
oil. 
potatoes, hemp and flax are produced 
in moderate quantities; melons, pom ­ 
egranates, 
figs 
and 
almonds 
are 
abundant; some 
cattle, 
sheep 
and 
goats aie reared; and were it not for 
the scarcity of fuel, the lead, copper 
and iron deposits could he profitably 
worked. 
Near 
Mercadal, 
there are 
fine marble, limestone and slate q u a r ­ 
ries. 
Incidentally Mercadal is 
the 
ancestral home of Admiral Farragut. 
"In 
the eighteenth 
century 
the 
British built a road from Ciudadela 
on the northwest coast, to Mahon, on 
the southeast coast. 
Travelers 
en 
joy beautiful panoramas where 
some 
energetic Minorcan ha- taken 
pride 
in hi- estate, but unkempt spots 
are 
numerous. 
Stone monuments, caves 
and historic relics have been discov­ 
ered, but one has to penetrate deep 
into the field 
and 
byways 
to find 
them. 
Aficjent, 
windowless 
stone 
structures am- found in the interior. 
Pottery and other antiquities are f re ­ 
quently unearthed 
by 
the 
natives. 
Scientists could, perhaps, trace 
their 
origin to prehistoric times or to 
the 
time when the Phoenicians, 
Greeks, 
Romans or A tabs occupied the island. 
Many of the stone monuments 
are 
falling to pieces and some of the pot­ 
tery and hi-toric 
implements 
now 
adorn stone walls, where they 
were 
carelessly thrown by their finders. 


“ Minorca could 
he expanded 
four 
times its natural size and then 
not 
match the area of Rhose Island. 
Its 
population could he housed in a small 
American city. 
More than halt 
ot 
the Minorcans live in Mahon, the c a p ­ 
ital, the most English spot on the is 
land. 
From the steamship, the 
city 
has a Spanish aspect, 
with 
church 
belfries dominating 
the 
panorama. 
But in the streets, which rise terrace 
after terrace up the cliff side, English 
influence 
prevails. 
There 
is 
little 
Spanish color 
except 
green 
doors. 
Shining brass fixtures, square-paned 
windows with white frames, and 
u n ­ 
shuttered windows during the 
day ­ 
time are decidedly unSpanish. 
“ At the other end of the British- 
made road, Ciudadela, while not 
as 
Spanish as Palma, Majorca is not as 
English as Mahon. 
Like Mahon, 
it 
occupies the side of a cliff overlook­ 
ing a fine harbor. 
Many of its build­ 
ings are whitewashed and even 
the 
near-rock* are frequently given white 
coats along with the houses, but here 
and there a daub of color— pink, blue, 
green or yellow— and 
an occasional 
iron 
grill 
balcony lend a 
Spanish 
touch. 
The easy-going life 
of 
the 
Latin prevails in Ciudadela more than 
in Mahon. 
One of the most exciting 
events at Ciudadela is the arrival of 
boats from the other Balearic Islands 
or from Barcelona. 
“Minorca’s authentic history begins 
with the arrival of Mago, brother of 
Hannibal, in 210 B. C. 
He founded 
Mahon. 
The island was the cause of 
frequent conflicts between European 
sovereigns and the scene 
of 
pirate 
raids for centuries. 
Under 
British 
rule Minorca prospered from the ear­ 
ly part of the eighteenth century un­ 
til the Seven Years’ War. 
The own­ 
ership of the little island also was in­ 
volved 
in the American Revolution 
when the French and Spanish cap­ 
tured it while England was busy ov­ 
erseas. 
Sixteen years later, at 
the 
beginning of the long struggle 
with 
Napoleon, the British again captured 
Minorca and it remained British un­ 
til 1802, when, under the Peace 
of 
Amiens, it 
passed 
to 
Spain. 
The 
British occupied Minorca for 71 years 
and left an imprint upon the island 
and its people that is noticeable 
to 
travelers”.—Commercial Appeal.

tic. 
" T h e ruins of Zimbabwe are 
the 
rem ains of 
an 
ancient city, 
which 
could have contained a large popula-J 
tion. 
They are located in th** south-1 
eastern part of South Rhodesia, about 
200 miles inland from the East Afri-j 
can coast, and visitors go there from 
Victoria, the nearest town other th an: 
native villages, 
Victoria is on a rail-| 
way line and Zimbabwe has an up to 
date hotel for tourists, situated 
in 
the midst of the ruins. 
Picturesque 
landscape fea ture s add to the a t t r a c ­ 
tion of Zimbabwe a- a tourist resort. 
Much of the glamot surrounding the 
ruins has been dis|>e!led by their neat 
appearance. 
Debris has been cleared 
aw ay and immaculate 
sign 
boards 
point the w ay to the glories of 
the 
past hv announcing ‘To Your Right* 
or ‘Follow the Arrow*. 
“Articles of Egyptian, Arabian and 
Persian origin have been found 
in 
the ruins. 
One relic is an Egyptian 
figure with a hieroglyphic inscription, 
partly defaced, hut with the 
word 
‘Osiris' still decipherable, 
Osiris was 
the E g y p tia n god of the dead. 
On 
the 
figure 
was 
the 
cartouche <d 
T hothm es III, a kine of Egypt 
who 
ruled about the yeai 1450 B. ( . Five 
soapstone birds were 
found 
which 
archaeologists declare resemble 
im­ 
ages of birds sacred to Astaroth, 
a 
Phoenician deity. 
The in strum ents 
for m aking jewelry, domestic utensils 
and a rm a m e n t s are 
different 
from 
those used by the primitive African 
tribes before the advent of the E n g 
lish. 
“The buildings of Zimbabwe 
are 
round. 
Few right angles have 
been 
found, and no evidences are 
a p p a r ­ 
ent th a t any of the buildings 
were 
roofed. 
Except in the construction 
of the floors and steps no m o rtar 
or 
cement was used. 
“ The elliptical temple, with an in S 
t e n o r circumference of 770 feet, 
is I 
the largest and most intact of 
the 
buildings. 
The 
so-called 
Acropolis 
ruins are situated on Zimbabwe Hill 
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and 
are 
mainly fortifications. 
T h e 1 
eastern and western temple a re situ- j 
ated on the sum m it of the Acropolis 
and it is in these two buildings that 
the most relics of Asiatic and E g y p ­ 
tian origin were found. 
“ Zimbabwe is the largest of some 
hundreds of stone ruins scattered ov­ 
er Rhodesia so the uncovering of its 
history may supply the history 
of 
the entire country. 
“ Some explorers believe that Zim­ 
babwe ruins are not an ancient Asi­ 
atic center of industry hut magnified 
kraals built by Bantu natives about 
400 years ago. 
However, no ex p lan a ­ 
tion of the presence of the Phoenician 


and Egyptian relics has been made, 
j 
“ Zimbabwe was the mythical ‘dead j 
city’ of Sir Rider H ag g a rd 's ‘She’. It 
also figures in his other novels, ‘Al­ 
lan Q u a rte rm a in ’ and ‘King Solomon’s j 
Mines’. 
The natives regard it with 
superstitious fear. 
These facts have j 
helped make it a city of m y stery and ; 
conjecture”.—Commercial Appeal.

“embezzler,” “crocodile," “bvena” were 
some of the epithets of his traducers 
When In 1790 Washington Issued his

THAT WORK IN MINES 


Pitcher, Okla.—Queer 
stories 
are 
j told of the mules used in the zinc and 
lead mines of the Tri-State district. 
| 
Andy toiled faithfully at 
hauling 
j cans in one of the Black Eagle drifts, 
I and at the end of six weeks was pro­ 
moted to another track. He protested, 
¡dumping the ore cans from the track. 
In desperation, the 
miners 
led 
him 
back to his old run. 
Andy was him­ 
self again, more faithful than ever in 
tugging the heavy loads. 
Jack and Jill worked in the Acme 
mine. Two parallel drifts had been 
opened, a quarter of a mile apart. One 
was a bonanza, but 
the 
other 
was 
rather unproductive. 
A connecting 
drift was opened, but was abandoned 
as unprofitable. 
Jill loafed along with an average 
haul of 150 cans a day. Jack had to 
pull 400 cans daily. 
After 
several 
wreeks the miners decided as a matter 
of fair play to transfer Jack to 
the 
easy run and Jill to the hard one. Jill 
was docile the first day. The second 
day she slackened her pace and 
fell 
below Jack’s record. 
On the 
third 
day, when the 
miners 
entered the 
drift after noon, Jill was missing. In 
the other drift the men were surpris­ 
ed to find her backed up to her 
old 
string of cars. 
She had 
made 
her 
way through the quarter-mile aban­ 
doned drift, unexplored territory to 
her, in quest of her former sinecure. 
Almost all of the 
veteran 
mules 
have a load limit beyond which they 
balk. 
Mules also will have their say 
about drivers. 
Jerry of the Lucky Syndicate mine 
is another outstanding mule, 
having 
worked three years without 
reins. 
Without being driven, he will take a 
string of cars at the heading, 
tug 
them to the 
shaft 
and 
return 
the 
empties to the heading, several yards 
away. 
That is, he will so haul 
six 
cars—not seven. He balks at an add­ 
ed car. 
An 
uncanny 
apprehension 
of 
treacherous places in drifts is evid-1 
enced by experienced mules. 
Where j 
the roof is unsafe they have swerved 
away, saving their driver from injury 
or death under falling rock. 
Most of the 
mules 
employed 
in 
mines are obtained 
from 
Missouri, j 
Oklahoma and Kansas, usually from 
4 to 5 years old, weighing about 1000 
lbs. 
when they begin their under­ 
ground toils. 
The life agrees 
with 
them because they add weight. 
Re­ 
cently 
an animal that weighed 
l>05 
pounds when lowered into 
a 
mine 
weight 1235 pounds when taken out. 
Their hid^s change in 
color. 
Seven 
years ago, Dick, a sorrel, was taken 
into a Golden Rod mine. 
When 
he 
was pulled out last summer, he 
was 
white, but regained his natural hue 
after a few 
months 
above ground. 
The mules’ eyesight, it is said, is not 
affected by working in the mines. 
“Mules are 
the 
cheapest 
motive 
power the companies could get 
for 
this work”, says C. A. Smith, 
mule 
dealer. 
“In fact, mule power is the 
cheapest power known to man. They 
can he bought for between $50 
and 
*175 apiece, depending on size, weight 
and age, and it costs only 50c a day 
to keep them. 
Electric railways pay 
only in unusually long drifts. 
“I guarantee every mule I sell in­ 
to the mines, and I’ll tell you how 
I 


know whether they’ll suit. 
If 
the 
mule is short-eared he’ll usually balk, 
but a long-eared mule, never. 
If a 
mule has shaggy eyebrows, long be­ 
tween the eyes and ears with the eye­ 
brows horizontal, I’ll bet the price of 
the mule that 
he’ll run away. 
If a 
mule has 
small 
round eyes, 
he’ll 
kick as long as there’s 
life 
in 
his 
body. If the mule is narrow between 
the eyes, he has a few brains and will 
not make a good mining mule”.

only elective officials. 
S enator W am m ack’s plan provides

Governor shall, w ithin fifteen

session of the le g is la tu re , subm it a 
complete plan of proposed 
expendi­ 
tures and estim ated revenues. 
U n ­ 
der this proposal the General A ssem ­ 
bly could not increase ap p ropriations 
recommended by th e Govermrr,

though it would have power t«» 
re ­ 
duce the am ounts recommemh*«! 
for 
specific 
purposes under this 
m eas 
ure. 
No appropriations 
could 
be 
m ade unless there w as sufficient rev ­

estim ated income from tax atm n was 
large enough to meet such a p p ro p ri­ 
ation. 
Senator W am m ack’s 
plan 
would 
limit the number of the executive de­ 
partm ents, including the G overnor’s 
office t«> twelve.

Two parallel drifts 
had 
been 
opened, a q u arte r of a mile apart. One 
was a bonanza, but 
the 
other 
was 
ra th e r unproductive. 
A 
connecting 
d rift was opened, hut was abandoned 
as unprofitable. 
Jill loafed along with an average 
haul of 150 cans a day. Jack had to 
pull 400 cans daily. 
A fter 
several

of fair play to tran sfe r Jack to

easy run and Jill to the hard one. Jill 
was docile the first day.
